Paris, 
June l l —German 
forces 
pushed back the French line h it night 
to within a mile of the Oise River, 
near Ribecourt, the French War Office 
announced to-day. 
They oleo rushed 
ahead to the A rondo River, within 
four miles of Coswpiegne, representing 
a maximum gain of seven miles, but 
they were pushed back at this latter 
point. 
On the left wing the French not 
only held against the German drive 
but retook the town of Mery. 
The official announcement of the 
War Office said: 
“The German rush continued last 
evening and last night, driving for­ 
ward to Siree* St. Dennis abd Ribe­ 
court. 
On the left the French resis­ 
tance prevented the enemy making 
any gain, 
where they attacked 
at 
Gourcelle, and some prisoners were 
taken. 
“In the center, where the principal 
attack was made, they drove on a 
front of five miles extending 
from 
Belloy to Marineglise. 
A heavy at­ 
tack followed at the Aronde River but 
the French hurled them back all along 
this line.

Washington, June l l —'More than 
700,000 American soldiers have gone 
overseas to carry back to France the 
encouragement and assistance which 
Lafayette and Rochambeau brought 
to America, Secretary Baker told the 
French Alpine Chasseurs 
in bidding 
them farewell here yesterday at the 
base of the Washington Monument. 
The War Secretary^ last announce­ 
ment some weeks ago concerning the 
size of the American forces abroad 
was that 500,000 men had sailed for 
the battlefront. 
The Alpine Chasseurs, better known 
as the Blue Devils of France, came 
to America last month to assist in 
the Third Liberty Loan campaign and 
since have toured the South and Mid­ 
dle West. 
They were reviewed and 
received by the Secretary of War be­ 
fore leaving for Baltimore, Newark, 
New York and Boston en route back 
to their native land. 
Attending the 
exercises 
were 
M. Jusserand, 
the 
French ambassador, representatives 
of the French high commission, Mr. 
Baker’s staff and many government of­ 
ficials. 
“You soldiers of France,” said Mr. 
Baker in addressing the chasseurs, 
“came to this country in order that 
the people of America might see with 
their own eyes in your persons tbs 
kind of men who have written a new 
page in the record of human heroism 
and success. You were welcomed in 
this country from one end of it to the 
other. The hearts Of our people went 
out to you and to your people. As the 
embodiment of the determination, the 
courage and the heroism of France 
you have been accepted and received. 
Nearly all of you, I am told, are bat­ 
tle-scarred veterans. 
You are mem­ 
bers of an army which has never 
known defeat, and you are represen­ 
tatives of a people who would rather 
die than not be free. 
“You are going back to your own 
country—(Still, thank God, your own 
—and when you get there you will 
find that the sraaR beginning of our 
army which you left there has grown 
into a mighty manifestation. 
When 
you left France the American Army 
was there in small representation, 
but now more than 700,000 Ameri­ 
cans have sailed from their shore to 
carry back to your army and your 
people the encouragement 
and the 
assistance which Lafayette ami Ro­ 
chambeau 
brought to 
America 
in 
.the early struggling days of Amer­ 
ican freedom. 
“They are 
learning 
from 
you, 
emulating the virtues which you ex­ 
emplify, learning the art of war as

AMERICANS AGAIN 
MAKE AN ADVANCE 
Norfolk, Va., June l l —Survivors of 
the American freighter Pinar del Rio, 
arriving here from Manteo, N. C., 
said the German submarine which 
sank their vessel 110 miles north-east 
of Cape Henry last Saturday morning 
after a stern chase of more than an 
hour, was accompanied by a large 
steamer, which they believed to be a 
“mother” ship. 
They also asserted 
that after their vessel was sent down 
by gunfire, the submersible sank two 
American sailing vessels. 
Walter C. Burrows, first assistant 
engineer of the Pinar del Rio, 
de­ 
scribed the craft with the submarine 
as a vessel of about 6,000 gross tons, 
with a single funnel amidships. 
She 
was painted gray and stood some two 
or three miles in the offing (while the 
submarine sank the Rio. 
When the 
American craft went down the sub­ 
marine signaled the vessel in inter­ 
national code, “Follow me”, and the 
U-boat and her consort steamed away. 
According to the survivors, the first 
of the sailing craft attacked by the 
submarine after she had destroyed the 
Rio was a ship, while the second was 
a schooner. They knew nothing as to 
the fate of the two crews, but as­ 
sumed the men were allowed to take 
to the small boats as were the cap­ 
tain and 30 men of the Rio’s crew.

Cut Down their Coal Supply for the 
Year. 
FORTY CONCRETE SHIPS 


Washington, June l l —Curtailment 
of coal supplies to manufacturers of 
passenger automobiles for the year 
beginning August I to 25 per cent of 
the quantity consumed in 1917-18 was 
announced by the fuel administration. 
This is one of the steps in a drastic 
program for reduction of fuel allow­ 
ed non-war indu*ries to meet the ex­ 
pected coal shortage next winter.

On October 0, 1917, the war-risk In­ 
surance law went Into effect, provid­ 
ing for protection of our soldiers, son­ 
ora, and marines and their families. 
On April 0, 1918, only six months lat­ 
ter, Uncle 8am had written approxi­ 
mately $14,000,000,000 of war risk In­ 
surance on bls fighting forces, cover­ 
ing upward of 1,700,000 persons in the 
military and naval service. 
For allot­ 
ments and allowances alone, approxi­ 
mately 1,600,000 checks aggregating 
more than $43,000,000 have already 
been sent. It will not he long before 
the bureau will be sending out a mil­ 
lion checks a month. 
We have spoken of it as “the war- 
rtsk 
insurance 
law.” 
Technically 
this la correct; actually, It Is mislead­ 
ing; for the legislation that went into 
effect on October 6, 1917, was really 
rn group of laws—four acts co-ordlnat- 
ted for a common purpose. The first 
■neeanre In this unprecedont«*d pro­ 
gram of protection is the system of 
teUotments and allowances, in which 
the fighter and the government arn 
partners for the care of the families 
of all enlisted men in the military or 
naval service. 
The second measure provides for 
Mated compensation for death and dis­ 
ability Incurred In the line of duty. 
This la the modern American substi­ 
tute for pensions. The compensation, 
which ranges from $-*0 to HOO a month, 
la paid automatically by the govern­ 
ment to certain specified beneficiaries, 
regardless of rank or pay, and without 
any cost to the recipient. 
The third measure of protection Is 
outright government insurance against 
death and total permanent disability. 
In this, the United States Is a pioneer 
among the nations of the world—offer­ 
ing Insurance up to $10,000 to every 
member of Its fighting forces, at net 
peace rates. 
The government sssutneg 
aU overhead charges and costs of ad­ 
ministration, thus making the rates al­ 
most Incredibly low. This Insurance 
Is a supplemental form of protection, 
stimulating thrift and strengthening 
self-respect. 
Immensity of Bureau’s Work. 
The fourth measure of protection 
embodied In the military and naval 
Insurance act Is the*system of re-edu­ 
cation and rehabilitation of -the men 
disabled In the war—In Itself a task 
of vital importance and great magni­ 
tude. 
The figures given convey an Idea of 
the Immensity of the bureau’s work. 
The Insurance now on the twxtka of 
the Bureau of Wnr-ltlsk 
Insurance 
exceeds by several hundred per cent 
the Insurance beld by the largest life 
Insurance company Iii the world. 
To cope with the hydra-headed prob­ 
lem Imposed upon IL the Bureau of 
War Bisk Insurance hus been forced to 
expand at an exceedingly rapid rate. 
The bureau now occupies space tn 
eight separate building*, covering an 
area of more than 120.000 square feet, 
and has a personnel of more than 3,- 
800. working In two shifts, from nine 
o’clock In the morning till midnight. 
It rosy be asked why the govern­ 
ment, In addition to family allowances 
and liberal compensation, should offer 
Insurance against death and disability 
to Its fighting men. The justification 
for this sweeping Innovation Is simply 
th is: 
The government by calling a 
man to war takes him Into the most 
hazardous business In the world, and 
that destroys bls Insurability. 
In re­ 
turn, It Is only fitting and proper that 
the government should go Into the In­ 
surance business for his benefit. Pri­ 
vate Insurance companies could not 
possibly Insure soldiers and sailors ex­ 
cept at prohibitive rates. 
At a con­ 
ference of life Insurance representa­ 
tive# In Washington, when the pres­ 
ent act was discussed, It was stated 
that $68 a thousand was the lowest fig­ 
ure at which any Insurance company 
could afford to accept soldiers and sail­ 
ors as risks, and that only for one year. 
Thua, $10,000 life Insurance, which un­ 
der the government aystem would coat 
a aoldier twenty-six years old $*0.40, 
would cost about $580 with a private 
lnaurance company. This disparity ta 
largely explained by the government'! 
liberality In Itself assuming all the ad­ 
ministrative coats aud the extra wai 
hazards. 
Supplants Pension 8yatam. 
The entire system of protection af- 
'forded by the government is, in the 
words of a major general In the army, 
‘an element of victory in the present 
war. 
Families provided for meant 
fighters unafraid. 
I The difference between the old pen 
alan system and the modern system 
which hts supplanted 
It Is clearly 
demonstrated by the case of Mrs. Bet­ 
ty Ingraham, 403 Third street. IMatt 
City, Ala., the first woman to receive 
a check from the Bureau of War-Rlsk 
lnaurance for a soldier or sailor killed 
In action In the present war. lier son, 
Gunngr’s Mate Osmond Kelly Ingra­ 
ham, was killed October 15, 1917, when 
the U. S. S. Cassin was attacked by 
a German submarine.

Under the term s of the military and 
naval Insurance act, Mrs. 
Ingraham, 
being a widowed mother dependent up­

Her son had not made specific 
application for Insurance, hut up to 
February 12, 1918, automatic Insur­ 
ance for approximately $4,300 war pro­ 
vided. Thus, Mrs. Ingraham will re­ 
ceive a total of $45 ;>er month from the 
United States government. If her son 
had applied for $10,000 of Insurance 
she would receive $77.50 a month. Un­ 
der the pension laws, section 4707, Re­ 
vised Statutes, as amended by the act 
of June 27, 1890, Mrs. Ingraham would 
have been entitled to $12 a month. 
Such Is the chasm between the old and 
the new. 
The vust amount of correspondence 
which comes to the Bureau of War 
Risk Insurance is steeped In human In­ 
terest. 
Stories of heroism and lofty 
patriotism are found by the thousands 
In the letters received at the bureau. 
Many mothers and fathers have re­ 
turned checks sent to them by the gov­ 
ernment, declaring that the govern­ 
ment needs the money at this crucial 
hour to win the war. 
Other letters 
are vivid and moving tributes to the 
government's liberality and Justice. 


Keeps Homa Fires Burning. 
The Bureau of War Risk Insurance Is 
keeping the home fires burning. But 
It Is doing more than that. 
It Is keep­ 
ing America's fighting forces confident 
and reassured. 
A "bluejacket" on one of the battle­ 
ships after signing the application for 
$10/100 of government insurance, drop­ 
ped his pen and said: 
“I have taken care of my family; 
now I can go out and fight like blazes." 
Thousands of families 
throughout 
the country are directly and vitally af­ 
fected by the allotment and allowance 
feature of the war Insurance law. Ev­ 
ery married enlisted mao In the army 
and navy must allot from his pay (ev­ 
ery month) at buist $15 a month, and 
not more than half his pay, toward the 
support of his wife and children. To 
this allotment the government adds 
certain allowances, depending 
upon 
the size of the family. 
In addition, 
the enlisted man may make some 
further provision for other relatives, 
aud In case of dependency the govern­ 
ment will add certain allowances. 
The Bureau of W ar Risk Insurance, 
therefore, must keep a tremendous fil­ 
ing and cross-filing system, covering 
every enlisted person In the nation's 
service, and this means millions of 
cards, millions of bookkeeping and

The blenk specter of poverty, the 
humiliation of charity, the silent suf­ 
fering of penniless pride—these ore 
eliminated by the government protec­ 
tion when the man is fighting. 
After 
his fighting Is over, government com­ 
pensation and government Insurance 
are then called upon to play their part 
In the work of protection. 
Persons who have business with the 
Bureau of War Risk Insurance, as 
beneficiaries or otherwise, need not In 
any 
circumstances 
employ 
claim 
agents or provide lawyers. 
The Bu­ 
reau of War Risk Insurance will cheer­ 
fully furnish full legal advice and as­ 
sistance. 
Secretary McAdoo has vig­ 
orously denounced the nefarious activ­ 
ities of claim agents and others who 
would prey upon dependents of men 
killed In battle by exacting unneces­ 
sary fees and requiring useless litiga­ 
tions. 
Claims Bald Promptly. 
Actual insurance checks, malled to 
the dependents of a soldier or sailor 
who has been killed In battle or died 
of disease. Involve very few complica­ 
tions making for delay. These Insur­ 
ance claims are paid promptly after 
death. 
Uncle Sam’s war-risk Insurance had 
the “selling" advantage of a very at­ 
tractive rate, and also a wide popular 
interest roused by the contingencies of 
war. 
Even so, a certain amount of 
work was necessary to roll up a large 
b<*dy of policyholders. A very brief 
experience during the first few weeks 
demonstrated that educational work 
was 
necessary—some 
well-organized 
effort looking toward explanation, so 
that 
every 
soldier, 
sailor, 
marine, 
nurse, and coast guard man would 
know what might be obtained under 
this law—that la to say, know their 
rights. 
Therefore, during the month of Jnn 
uary, men were detailed in every can 
touiuent and on every ship to under­ 
take the work of explanation. 
It was 
found that hundreds of trained Insur­ 
ance men were available In the army 
and navy, and these, as well as offi­ 
cers Interested in the welfare of their 
men, were arrayed for a general cam­ 
paign. 
Leaders la this movement 
were assembled at the War-Rlsk In­ 
surance Bureau In 
Washington for 
three days’ instructions, returning to 
their posts all over the country pre­ 
pared to explain Insurance in detail. 
A spirit of friendly rivalry was cre­ 
ated among regiments and other units 
of the fighting forces on land and sea. 
Many officers made It a point of pride 
to have every oqe of the men under 
them {insured, very often to the entire

Bristol Machine Disposes of Enemy, 
Then Continues Flight With Both 
Occupants Dead, Until Pe­ 
trol Gives Out. 


London.—An amazing flight of a 
British airplane for two hours with its 
two occupants dead was briefly re­ 
ferred to In a dispatch from the fight­ 
ing front the other day. 
Now fuller 
details are supplied by a well-known 
flying officer who has returned to Lon­ 
don from Arras. 
“The Incident refrrr**d to." he said, 
“Is quite authentic and wns a com­ 
mon topic cf conversation a few days 
ago. 
Of course, there Is absolutely no 
reason why a machine should not, un­ 
der average conditions, fly itself so 
long as Its petrol holds out. 
This la 
not an except binal Incident of the 
kind, and certainly there have been 
cases where German machines have 
been captured with their pilots dead. 
The Known Facts. 
“8o far a* I know the facts are that 
this Bristol tighter, which, of course, 
Is a two-seater with guns fore and 
aft, took off about 1 :80 p. rn. 
The 
wind conditions were almost negli­ 
gible, making It very good flying weath­ 
er. 
There was a great deal of mis­ 
cellaneous craft widely scattered over 
“No Man’s Land." 
“The British airmen, at an estimated 
altitude of 3,500 feet, when they would 
be running at eighty miles or there­ 
abouts, encountered a German alba­ 
tross. 
They at once attacked. 
A lot 
of maneuvering followed and three 
other m a c h i n e s , two of them German, 
came Into action. 
“The Bristol machine hung on Its 
quarry and eventually got It well un­ 
der the nose, the Germnn crashing 
down. 
“Immediately our machine gave a 
sweep south. 
It had lost height in ma­ 
neuvering and 
wns 
rocking badly 
ss lf ont of control, but It kept stead­ 
ily on until It was lo*t to view. 
“At a little before four o’elock the 
machine, whirl! was, of course, eas­ 
ily Identified, fell crashing to earth 
nearly twenty miles to the west of 
Arras. 
On examination both Its occu­ 
pants were found to he dead, obvi­ 
ously from bullet wounds, which had 
struck them from tho hack and which 
must at once hove prov«*d fatal. 
Petrol Tank Empty. 
Their injuries on coming down cer­ 
tainly did not cause their death. The 
petrol tank of their machine wns 
found to be empty. 
“There Is no doubt the two men were 
shot Immediately the German alba­ 
tross fell. 
The Bristol machine, which 
is the hest and most perfectly con­ 
trolled fighting machine known, of Its 
own volition swept on a fairly even 
keel to n distance of possibly ten 
miles below the point where the bat­ 
tle took place. 
“Then, for some reason which never 
will he known, the controls were shift­ 
ed and a circle was made. In view of 
the fact that the total distance covered 
must have been much under IOO miles, 
It appears certain the machine lost 
speed and height gradually, possibly 
due to some minor but not vltul In­ 
jury to the engine. 
“For upward of two hours the two 
dead men were In the air before the 
final crash to earth/*

FRANKLIN COUNTY 


It isn’t too late 
the first half of 
June to plant late potatoes in all sec­ 
tions of the United States, say spe­ 
cialists of the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, "who are recom­ 
mending th at all available space in 
gardens be used for this crop to safe­ 
guard home supplies 
and to reduce 
transportation. 
Their recommendation is made des­ 
pite the fact th at potatoes require 
more space than most garden crops, 
and should not be planted in small 
gardens to the exclusion 
of 
other 
vegetables. One bushel of seed pota­ 
toes will plant one-tenth of an acr4 
or a plot 44 by IOO feet and will pro­ 
duce enough potatoes foT the use of a 
family of five during the winter. 
At 
present there is a surplus of old po­ 
tatoes on the market and sufficient 
seed can be obtained at 
rea#onabl$- 
prices. I t is suggested therefore th at 
seed be used more liberally than last* 
year, and th at 12 to 15 bushels of 
seed be used per acre. 
It is also urged that city authori­ 
ties and managers of large corpora­ 
tions arrange for the use of unoccu-' 
pied land and have it plowed, prepar­ 
ed and assigned for potato growing. 
It is suggested th%t they could pur­ 
chase seed in large quantities and 
furnish it So the growers at a price 
just enough above oost to cover hand­ 
ling and shrinkage. 
Where fertiliz­ 
ers are needed they can be secured in 
the same manner. 
The demand 
for 
potatoes 
as 
a ’ 
means for conserving wheat and other 
foods is becoming greater. 
Because 
of the pressure on transportation fa­ 
cilities at is desirable th at more po­ 
tatoes be produced near where they 
are to be consumed. The large produc­ 
tion of potatoes in home gardens and 
in small patches during the season 
of 1917 is thought to have prevented 
a potato shortage las* winter in many 
sections of the country during the 
time th at cold winter prevented ahip- 
ments. 
Late potatoes can be planted after 
peas, lettuce, radishes, onions, and 
other early garden crops are removed. 
The second crop of potatoes in the 
Southern States can be planted as 
late as from August I to 15, using 
either hold-over cold-storage seed or 
first-crop potatoes as seed.
